Town council approves four per cent tax hike

Didsbury homeowners will be seeing higher town tax 
bills in 2009. 

Town council approved a four per cent tax hike for this 
year at its Mar. 10 meeting. 

Since the average residential property in Didsbury is 
assessed at roughly $256,000, the typical homeowner will 
pay municipal taxes of about $1,840 this year, an increase 
of almost $90 over 2(X)8. 

According to a report presented to council by town chief 
financial officer James Reichenbacher, municipal taxes 
would have to rise at least 3.5 per cent to maintain present 
service levels to the community. 

However, Reichenbacher recommended the four per 
cent increase to allow the town to begin replenishing its 
severely depleted reserves. 

“[RJeserves...are the lowest of all the comparable 
municipalities in the province,” noted Reichenbacher in 
his report. 

“We’re playing catch-up from last year,” said Coun. Ernie 
Ryekman. “Reserves are a hard thing to try to grow." 


Coun. Bob Davidson agreed that the town should raise 
its taxes by more than the bare minimum needed to main¬ 
tain services. 

“I can’t see us going lower than 3.9 [per cent increase], 
and that’s still cutting a pretty margin,” he said. “You need 
to give yourself a margin of error or put money into 
reserves. ” 

Ryekman stressed the need to provide sound reasoning 
for a tax increase. 

“People, as times get tough, are going to be much more 
conscious of increases,” he said. “We’ve got to validate 
what we’re doing to the public.” 

Property taxes in Didsbury should not be compared to 
Calgary, he added, since 60 per cent of Calgary’s tax dol¬ 
lars come from non-residential sources, versus only 11 per 
cent for Didsbury. 

“Didsbury is doing fairly well,” noted CAO Roy Brown. 

“This iirea, as far as level of taxation, is quite low, com¬ 
pared to other areas in the province." 

Council members also noted that the extra services and 
amenities that the Town of Didsbury provides to its resi¬ 
dents should he taken into account when comparing its 
tax rate to surrounding communities. 


“Carstairs does not have a [swimming] pool," said 
Davidson, who also pointed out that Olds has a large tax ’**’ 
base of commercial and industrial business, which iillows 
for a reduced tax burden on homeowners. 

Didsbury also doesn't charge residents as much for 
some services as other municipalities might, he added, 
noting that, for example, there is no cost to use soccer 
fields and the rates charged for pool use are relatively 
low. 

“What’s lifestyle worth?” asked Mayor Brian Wittal. 
“There’s a cost to lifestyle.” 

The increase will also allow the town to leverage tax dol¬ 
lars for critical projects such as increasing sewer lagoon 
capacity. 

The recently introduced federal Building Canada Fund 
allows municipalities to apply to receive matching contri¬ 
butions from both the provincial and federal governments 
for certain infrastructure projects. 

Councillors were unanimous in voting in favour of the 
four-per-cent increase. 

“It gives us a little cushion," said Coun. Gayle Venn. 

Council will approve the finalized budget at its next 
meeting on Mar. 31.

Crime objec¬ 
tives discussed 

Al its Mar. 10 meeting, 
Didsbury town council dis¬ 
cussed what the police 
focus should be for the 
coming year. (The RCMP’s 
year begins in April and 
ends in March.) 

Fighting vandalism has 
been a focus for council 
and police for the last few 
years. 

“I think we’ve made 
some good strides in this 
area,” Sgt, Kevin O’Dwyer 
told council, adding that 
the decrease in vandalism 
has been largely a result of 
the community’s commit¬ 
ment to reporting suspi¬ 


cious activity. “Vandalism 
is a very, very difficult 
crime to solve." 

A number of drug busts 
have also been made over 
the past year. 

However, these seizures 
and arrests can be “tricky,” 
said Sgt. O’Dwyer, because 
“quite often those giving 
the information (are deal¬ 
ers that) want the compe¬ 
tition put out of business.” 

Coun. Ernie Ryckman 
said he wanted to see a 
stronger emphasis on 
cracking down on traffic 
offenses. 

Council also requested 
that the RCMP make itself 
a more visible presence in 
Didsbury.

“It 
really is shaking to where 
we want to be and how 
we’re moving forward.” 

The goal is to phase in 
tln> new logo with as little 
cost as possible, indicated 
CAO Roy Brown. 

The old logo should be 


kept in some form, noted 
councillor Bob Davidson 
but added “it is tough to 
find out how to retain 
both.” 

Town sewer 
lagoon could 
see upgrades 

Council approved an 
application for grant fund¬ 
ing under the recently 
announced ('anada-Alberta 
Building Canada Fund to 
make upgrades to 
Didsbury’s sewer lagoon. 

The total cost for the 
project is estimated at $9 
million. If the grant is 
approved, that cost will be 
split evenly between the 


federal government, tin- 
province and the town. 

The town’s $3 million 
portion would be funded 
through offsite levies and 
Municipal Sustainability 
Initiative (MSI) grant 
money. No borrowing 
would be required to com¬ 
plete the project. 

In addition, “this is not 
taking away funds allocat¬ 
ed to current projects," 
stressed town municipal 
project specialist Brittany 
Hutton in her presentation 
to council. 

The Canada-Alberta 
Building Canada Fund is 
aimed at improving vital 
infrastructure in communi¬ 
ties of up to 1(M),000 resi¬ 
dents.

Council eyes 
better record 
management 

Council passed a new 
records management 
bylaw (Bylaw 2009-02) to 
update and clarify existing 
procedures regarding how 
long the town stores infor¬ 
mation such as tax rolls 
(permanently) and assess¬ 
ment appeals (for five 
years.) 

“This is the first step in 
getting this all in order," 
noted CAO Roy Brown, 
adding that some records 
are being kept too long and 
some for not long enough.

and other stakeholders start 
doing more to improve the overall safety of farm 
and ranch workers. 

While individual accountability should continue 
to be a must when it comes to farm worker safety, 
there is surely more that can also be done at the 
provincial level to improve tilings. 

For example, in a recent fatality inquiry ruling, 
Alberta Queen’s Bench Justice Peter Barley recom¬ 
mended that changes be made to the Occupational 
Health and Safety Act to cover farm workers. 

“No logical explanation was given as to why paid 
employees on a farm are not covered by the same 
workplace legislation as non-farm employees,” 
said Justice Barley. 

Including agriculture workers under the OHS 
would increase government monitoring of their 
workplaces, perhaps uncovering unsafe practices 
and work environments. 

While improving farm worker safety is obviously 
in everyone’s interest, bringing farm and ranch 
w orkers under OHS legislation remains a complex, 
multi-sided issue, Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills 
Conservative MLA Richard Marz said in a recent 
interview. 

“Anything we do in that regard would require a 
lot of consultation with the fanning sector, which 
of course on the beef side is not in good shape and 
they are hurting pretty badly,” said Marz. 

“If we are going to start putting so many regula¬ 
tions on fanners it may mean the closing of the 
doors and there’s no jobs at all. We’ve got to be sen¬ 
sitive to the worker, but we also have to be sensi¬ 
tive to the economic reality in the agriculture sec¬ 
tor.” 

For their part, the opposition Liberals say the 
Stelmach government should follow Justice 
Barley’s recommendation and act without delay. 

“Judge Barley’s recognition that fann worker 
safety is a problem in this province is a big step for¬ 
ward,” said Liberal leader Kevin Taft. “The govern¬ 
ment has shmgged off this issue for years, and I 
hope they’ll finally realize that farm workers 
deserve to be treated with the same respect and to 
ei\joy the same protection as other workers.” 

While legislative changes obviously won’t in stop 
injuries or fatalities on farms - that can only hap¬ 
pen when both employees and the places where 
they work are made safer - if changes to the OHS 
would help reduce the dangers then perhaps it’s 
t ime to move forward with them? 

Tlu' government should immediately launch con¬ 
sultations on the ()HS fann worker issue, including 
the possible economic impacts - putting aside any 
;uid all political considerations for the sake of 
worker safety.

Land Use Bylaw Preparation 

The Town of Didsbury is in the process of reviewing the existing Land Use Bylaw 
04-13 and developing a new Land Use Bylaw. The purpose of the L.and Use 
Bylaw is to set out land use districts and prescribe and regulate the purpose for 
which land and buildings may be used in each district. The Bylaw also establishes 
a method for making decisions on applications to ensure the orderly development 
of land and buildings within the Town of Didsbury.

Blazing a trail 

Town council approves initial pathways master plan

Didsbury is now one step further down the road towards 
having an interconnected system of trails and pathways. 

At its Mar. 10 meeting, town council approved a Pathway 
tuid Trail Network Master Plan developed by the town parks 
and recreation department with the help of City of Airdrie 
planners. 

The accepted plan is a starting document that can be adapt¬ 
ed as necessary as growth occurs, s;iid Mayor Brian Wittal. 

Tlie planned trail would encircle the town and tie into the 
existing system in Memorial Park. 

Everything ties together quite nicely.. .eventually," said 


Coun. Jason Brainier of the plan. 

“We want to lx* able to walk from one side of this town to 
the other." 

“1 think that it's great that we’ve come this far,” remarked 
Coun. Gail Nowlan. 

Some councillors had concerns about how various existing 
elements, such as sidewalks and railway crossings, could lie 
incorporated into the plannisl trail. 

“The main problem is crossing the railway track,” said 
Coun. Bob Davidson, noting that both the north and south 
ends of the trail must cross railroad tracks. 

Additionally, the recent annexation should lx* taken into 
account when laying out the trail system, said Coun. Ernie 


Ryckman. 

“We need to kx>k at the impact of the new boundaries,” he 
said, adding that Mountain View County, Carstairs and Olds 
should lx> made aware of any trail plans. 

The acceptance of a pathway plan will also allow town 
administration to have a consistent standard of develop¬ 
ment 

“Each (new) area structure plan will have to connect into 
the pathway system,” said CAO Roy Brown. 

City of Calgary construction standards will serve as a refer 
enee point for trail planners and subdivisions developers.

RCMP detachment, the town’s police chief is moving on. 

"It's just a change,” says Sgt. Kevin O’Dwyer, noting that 
a four-year stint in any one location is standard for an 
RCMP member. 

At the end of March, O’Dwyer will be returning to the 
ROMP's informational arm, CPIC (Canadian Police 
Information Centre) in Edmonton, where he had been 
working prior to coming to Didsbury in 2005. 

His primary role there will be ensuring that police are 
using the data contained in RCMP computer systems 
appropriately and without jeopardizing the privacy rights 
of citizens. 

“You have to appreciate that there’s an awful lot of 
information in police computers about people," notes 
O'Dwyer. “We have to have safeguards in place to ensure 
that police don't abuse [that data.]” 

It was a desire for a different kind of challenge that first 
drew O’Dwyer from CPIC’s databanks to Didsbury. 

“To become a detachment commander you’re looking 
after a lot of people, not only in the community, but with¬ 
in the office itself,” explains O’Dwyer, a 24-year veteran of 
the police force who previously served as commander in 
a town in the Yukon. 

Must to try to help [me] to grow as a person and to 
develop; that was probably my biggest reason for wanting 
to come back into this role," he says. 

It’s the desire to continually develop new ways to make 
the communities where he lives better places that allows 
him to “et\joy getting up every day and going to work," he 
remarks. 

The local department has made strides in several areas, 
such as reducing vandalism, but O’Dwyer notes that that 
there is still room for improvement in other areas.
